TOKYO (AP) — China s new 
constitution represents victory 
for Mao Tse-tung in a 40-vear 
battle to bend the 2 ' 2-million- 
man P eople’s Liberation Army 
to the will of the Communist 
party.

Letter Carriers 
Blast Postal Plan 


KOKOMO, Ind. (AP) - A pi­ 
lot program set up here to de­ 
velop standards for mail car­ 
riers is being muddied by cross 
charges of sabotage, mass lay­ 
offs and talk of a nationwide 
postm en’s strike. 
The US. Postal Service says 
the study w as ordered “to es­ 
tablish fair and adequate work 
standards" for mailmen and to 
develop foot and motor routes 
"w ith 
equal 
annual 
workloads.” 
But President Jam es H Ra- 
dem acher of the National Asso­ 
ciation of Letter Carriers says 
15.000 jobs will be eliminated by 
the program, which has be­ 
come known as the Kokomo 
Plan. 
Ronald Takacs, president of 
Letter Carriers Local 533 here, 
declares, “They want to put 
20.000 to 30,000 carriers out” of 
work 
But Postm aster Richard P. 
Gerhard 
says 
no 
one 
even 
knows whether there would be a 
net reduction in jobs nationwide 
if the plan were implemented. 
Gerhard adds, "There is a no­ 
layoff clause in the agreem ent 
with the letter carriers. So if 
there were a reduction, it would 
be done by attrition ” 
Postal executives here say 
the program is not being given 
a fair chance and talk privately 
of pressure being exerted by 
“big (letter carrier) unions in 
the East" to m ake sure the plan 
does not work. 
Asked if the union is con­ 
ducting a slow-down, Takacs 
gave an emphatic “ no", adding 


that the carriers are “giving 
their full cooperation.’’ 
“The plan is not working,” 
Takacs said in an interview*. 
“We’re using more overtime. I 
don’t think anybody is getting 
done in eight hours. T hey’re all 
working nine and 10 hours.’’ 
The plan, called Letter Car­ 
rier Route Evaluation System, 
was drawn up under contract 
with Lester B. Knight & Associ­ 
ates, a 
Chicago engineering 
firm Postal officials have not 
discussed costs 


Gerhard said in an interview 
Friday that a postm an’s “aver­ 
age salary is $14,000 and we 
have a right to demand a fair 
d ay’s work out of him .” 
Gerhard, a postal employe 38 
years and son of a lifetime let­ 
ter carrier, said, “ My father 
was 5 feet 2 and 120 pounds, but

Discount Store Regulation 
Scheduled to Take Effect 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Discount stores in Ohio were to 
be required starting today to 
sell at least 75 per cent of their 
merchandise at a minimum of 
10 per cent below regular m ar­ 
ket prices under a new con­ 
sumer 
protection 
regulation. 
However, implementation of 
the regulation could be delayed 
up to 60 days because of an ap- 
peal filed by mem bers of the 
Ohio Council of Retail Mer­ 
chants 
The state rule attaches strict 
definitions to out-of-store sales 
promotion term s like discount, 
bargain and on sale. The key 
requirement is that a “ m ean­ 
ingful reduction" must be made 
when sales are advertised 
The regulation was filed with 
the Secretary of State's office 
Jan 9 by outgoing officials of 
the Consumer Protection D ivi­ 
sion in the state Department of 
Commerce.

dollar savings 
David Snell, an executive of

World-renowned Artist 
Thomas H. Benton Dies 


KANSAS 
CITY

— 
Thomas Hart Benton, whose 
paintings bore a rugged flavor 
about America that won him 
world renown, is dead at 85. 
Three months short of his 
86th birthday, Benton was tak­ 
en from his studio by am bu­ 
lance to a midtown hospital late 
Sunday night where he was 
pronounced dead. 
A friend of the family quoted 
the artist's widow, Rita, as sa v ­ 
ing that Sunday afternoon he 
had completed a mural depict­ 
ing the origins of country m u­ 
sic. The mural had been com ­ 
missioned by the Country Mu­ 
sic Foundation in 
Nashville. 
Tenn. 
After dinner in the home the 
couple owned here for 45 years, 
Benton returned to his studio, 
which is set up in a carriage 
house 
behind 
the 
residence. 
Mrs. Benton found her husband 
on the floor He apparently had 
fallen from a chair. 


When he started the Country 
Music mural nearly a year ago. 
he said it would be his last 
However, little weight was giv­ 
en the statement by his many 
followers, who recalled that he 
issued the sam e warning 14 
years earlier. 
Then he was 
commissioned by the Harry S. 
Truman Library in Independ­ 
ence, Mo., to paint a large 
mural for the library's lobby, 
depicting the nation's pioneer 
spirit. He said thei^ that the 
mural was to be his last, be­ 
cause “ I 'm just too old to do all 
that climbing of ladders.” 
Truman once called Benton 
“The best damned painter in 
A m erica.’ 


The library’s “ Independence 
and the Opening of the West” 
was followed in 1973 by another 
mural that was to be his last - 
“Joplin at the Turn of the Cen­ 
tury.”

Our Government Dollar 


It ’s no secret that government aas become the 
nation’s biggest business, employing nearly 13- 
million people and accounting for 22 per cent of 
the gross national product. 
Spending by state and local governments alone 
increased 80 per cent between 1968 and 1972, and 
at least up until the current recession hit they 
were adding about 450,000 employes each year. 
The country's taxpayers are demanding more 
serv ices from federal, state and local govern­ 
ments than ever before — yet paradoxically they 
are screaming louder than ever about how much 
it's costing. 
W hy? 
The answer is simple, says Jam es Hayes: 
“ More than ever, the American taxpayer feels 
he is being overcharged." 
Hayes is president of the American Manage­ 
ment Associations (AM A), a nonprofit organiza 
tion that conducts worldwide management train­ 
ing programs for more than 100,000 business and 
government executives annually. 
Few would deny that there is considerable 
room for improvement in the efficiency of 
government. The National Commission on Pro­ 
ductivity has projected that an annual produc­ 
tivity improvement of just one per cent could re­ 
duce government expenditures by almost $5 bil­ 
lion by 1985. 
There are pockets of progress across the coun- 


try. Here and there, innovative programs are 
saving cities hundreds of thousands of dollars a 
year. But widespread inefficiency persists, and 
the reasons that stand out are thè inherent diffi­ 
culty of managing modern government and the 
shortage of qualified managers in government. 
Probably little can be done about the former, 
but there may be an answer to the latter: Apply 
the proven management techniques of business 
to government. This is the basis of a new training 
service being offered to government by the Pro­ 
fessional Institute, a unit of American Manage­ 
ment Associations. 
The AMA has conducted management training 
programs for such public organizations and 
groups as the governor’s cabinet of South Da­ 
kota, the Massachusetts State Board of Educa­ 
tion, the personnel officer of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, City Clerks Assn. of Colorado 
and the cities of Richmond and Alexandria, Va. 
When the people demand more and better 
services for their money, it is not really a 
paradox, says Hayes. What they are asking is 
that governments explain and justify in terms 
every citizen can understand what benefits are 
being received from the dollars and man-hours 
invested — in a world, productivity. 
And the key to improving productivity in gov­ 
ernment, he contends, is through more profes­ 
sional management.

W ASHINGTON - (N E A ) - 
During the latter part of the 
1960s, when a worried Lyndon 
Johnson was enlisting the aid of 
the F B I and CIA to probe do­ 
m estic 
anti-establishment 
thought, I wrote a story that 
caught the eyes of the on-highs. 
The article concerned the 
American Nazi Party 
In it I 
told of the kinds of citizens at­ 
tracted to the party, and men­ 
tioned casually of meeting two 
young graduates of The Citadel 
who were touring and compli­ 
menting the AN P headquar­ 
ters. 


Shortly after publication, I 
received a call from a chap 
identifying himself as an agent 
for the Arm y’s Criminal In 
vestigations 
Division 
(C1D), 
who wanted to know 
more 
about The Citadel soldiers. 1 
said any more than had been 
published was privileged infor­ 
mation. that I was surprised 
he’d think otherwise, but he 
persevered We agreed to meet 
in a motel near the Kennedy 
Space Center in Florida, in a 
few days.

meeting, I 
called the CID to verify the 
investigator’s credentials. As I 
suspected, nobody by the name 
given was on the rolls.

wouldn't be F B I, said an Army 
friend, because they glory in 
proper identification; “ He's 
E 
robably C IA — they hide be 
ind many badges.” 


I agreed he was CIA. Even 
back then, the agency’s “ Do­ 
mestic Contact Service” was an 


ill-kept secret. I was younger, 
less experienced, but not com­ 
pletely simple. When the agent 
arrived in my room, he said the 
‘A rm y ’’ was interested in 
finding The Citadel soldiers be­ 
cause “ we don’t think they 
should be messing around with 
Nazis.’’ He had a Citadel year­ 
book and asked if I would select 
the proper photos 
Well, had it been Ulysses 
Grant, not some humbly spook, 
asking for such patriotism. I'd 
have declined My job as a jour­ 
nalist is to observe, not to spy. 
As I recall I looked over the 
yearbook, gave descriptions of 
the soldiers entirely different 
from actuality, and concluded 1 
could not associate any of 
pictures with the culprits. 
TH E M EM O RY O F that oc 
casion returns now, with 
charges of CIA domestic 
veillance, because I think 1 did 
right in brushing off the agent 
and because there may be a 
greater lesson in the morality. 
If the charges of widespread 
intra national CIA spying are 
true, it must be- assumed they 
have been aided and abetted by 
citizens such as you and I More 
than assumption, actually, it is 
a fact the CIA, with some 12 to 
15 domestic bureaus, relies on 
ordinary citizens for some in­ 
telligence information Mostly,

Supposedly,

duty. Others perhaps do not 
have to be coaxed at all, since 
Americans have a disturbing

and woe betide the fellow* who 
applies for a security job who 
has pinched a neighbor’s wife 
or neglected to return a bor­ 
rowed mower until after the 
first snow. 
T IIE TRU TH O F the matter, 
then, is far more important 
than whether the CIA commit­ 
ted illegalities; 
it’s whether 
Americans will become dis­ 
gusted enough with such dan­ 
gers to do something about it 
themselves: mainly, shut up 
Doubtless thousands of Am eri­ 
cans, myself included I sup­ 
pose, have had the opportunity 
to blow the whistle on domestic

This isn't to say that the CIA 
should expect no citizen aid. I

then, I would have divulged it 
ii only to help save others from 
similar detentions My belief is 
that this kind of cooperation is 
humanistic and proper;

N EW Y O RK (A P ) - Still 
years away from trial, Uncle 
Sam ’s battle 
with 
Ma 
Bell 
seems sure to become a land­ 
mark in antitrust law. 
Not only is it likely to become 
the 
biggest, 
longest 
and 
costliest antitrust action ever 
filed, the suit brought against 
American Telephone & Tele­ 
graph late last November also 
brings into focus several new 
legal and economic theories. 
Together with 
the federal 
complaints against the major 
oil companies and International 
Business Machines, the battle 
with AT&T may change the US. 
business climate for years to 
come. 
“ For the first time since 1911 
we are seeing a major struc­ 
tural challenge to American in­ 
dustry,” says Columbia Law 
School Prof. H arvey Gold- 
schmid, recalling the govern­ 
ment’s classic fight with Stand­ 
ard Oil of New Jersey. “ It’s a 
watershed period in antitrust.” 
The AT&T suit reveals first, 
he says, “ the increasing con­ 
cern with power and concentra­ 
tion in industrv. AT&T is ob­ 


viously the grand-daddy of all 
targets. 
“ Second, the suit adopts the 
argument, expressed bv both 
the left and the right, that cer­ 
tain aspects of regulated in­ 
dustries should be deregulated. 
This argument is that the gov­ 
ernment itself has created too 
much in the way of monopoly 
like power and price fixing.” 
This new look at regulation is 
what makes the government’s 
antitrust suit against AT&T 
fundamentally different from 
those against IBM and the oil 
firms. 
The Supreme Court has held 
that just because a company is 
regulated doesn’t mean it’s im­ 
mune from antitrust. On the 
other hand legal scholars say 
the company may be immune if 
the courts find a “ positive re­ 
pugnancy'' between the regu­ 
latory function and the anti­ 
trust laws. 
“ Part of the government’s 
challenge here is that AT&T is 
m o n o p o l i z i n g tele­ 
communications service,” says 
Prof. Glen Weston of Washing­ 
ton's 
National 
Law 
Center. 
“ But that service is regulated 
and if there’s monopoly there. 
“ En Garde!” 


it’s been brought about by gov­ 
ernment action.” 
The law is clearer where the 
alleged monopoly power is ex­ 
ercised on the fringes of regu­ 
lation. 
“ There is a very strong policy 
that power from the regulated 
pa rt of a company should not be 
transferred 
to another 
part 
which isn’t regulated,” says 
Ralph 
Spritzer, 
antitrust 
specialist at the University of 
Pennsylvania. 
Spritzer illustrates with cases 
in which a salt company tried to 
make users of its patented salt 
machine use its salt, and 
another in which owners of 
regulated pipelines sought to 
transport only their own natu­ 
ral gas. 
By asking the court for di­ 
vestiture of Western Electric, 
Bell s manufacturing unit, and 
its Long Lines Division, the 
Justice Department is adopting 
this argument and saying that 
AT&T’s 
“ natural 
monopoly” 
over local telephone service has 
been unlawfully extended. 
In reply, the Bell System says 
that because it is a regulated 
system or network, all its parts 
are exempt from antitrust. In

addition it says that national 
growth and unity requires an 
integrated AT&T, and that to 
break it up would only raise 
costs for the residential con­ 
sumer. 
As Yale law Prof. Eugene 
Rostow, an AT&T consultant, 
said last summer before a con­ 
gressional committee: “ Where 
economies of scale permit a 
single firm to supply all the ca­ 
pacity which would be needed 
by a given market over time, at 
costs lower than those possible 
under any alternative pattern 
of organization, it has long been 
recognized ... that monopoly is 
inevitable and appropriate. 
“ Under these circumstances, 
in Judge Learned Hand’s fa­ 
mous phrase, 
monopoly has 
been ‘thrust upon’ 
the sup­ 
plier.” 
If competitors are able to 
take over A T & T’s more profit­ 
able operations — such as long­ 
distance 
— 
household 
rates 
would have to rise, Rostow 
said. 
Prices in antitrust actions 
can present ticklish economic 
problems, 
attorneys 
say. 
Though there’s a presumption 
that prices will drop with court- 
ordered competition, they don’t 
always. Some say the govern­ 
m ent’s antitrust settlement 
with Kodak actually increased 
consumer prices. 
“ Let’s face it, the name of the 
game today is to bring down 
prices,” says one New York 
antitrust lawyer. “ And while 
proof that prices will rise won’t 
defeat antitrust, it may alter 
the relief The court will take it 
into account.’’ 
Win or lose, the cost of the 
government’s suit will be high. 
It’s been estimated that the 
AT&T case, if not settled out of 
court, will take 70 lawyers on 
each side a minimum of 10 
years, working at a minimum 
average salary of $25,000 a 
year, for a totai bill of $350 mil­ 
lion. And that excludes support 
staff, witness costs and paper­ 
work 
“ One has to wonder whether 
the Justice Department has 
considered the total economic 
effects of this thing.” says 
Weston. “ There’s been a tre­ 
mendously important economic 
policy decision made.” 
Some attorneys feel that the 
AT&T, IB M and oil industrv 
suits may actually limit the 
government’s ability to go after 
other alleged antitrust viola­ 
tors. 
“ In general the government’s 
got to learn to move to trial and 
through 
the 
courts 
more 
quickly in antitrust actions,” 
says Goldschmid, who feels 
lengthy pretrial hearings are 
the biggest delaying 
factor. 
“ When a case takes 10 years, 


the industry has basically 
changed, and you may need a 
second trial all over again to 
fashion relief.” 
The usual way to cut delays is 
through settlement or consent 
orders, but many lawyers doubt 
this will happen in the AT&T 
suit. For one they note that tfie 
government and AT&T settled 
in 1956 a similar suit brought 
seven years before, only to find 
themselves back in court today. 
“ I can’t conceive of AT&T 
agreeing to divestiture of West­ 
ern Electric,” says one attor­ 
ney with a big New York anti­ 
trust firm. 
I n addition observers say new 
legislation likely to pass Con­ 
gress soon would require public 
examination and comment on 
consent decrees before they be­ 
come effective. Since any com­ 
promise is bound to be criti­ 
cized, the bill will make such 
agreements tougher to nego­ 
tiate. 
AT&T may wait for a pro­ 
pitious moment to settle, but 
it's unlikely the government 
will ever drop its suit outright, 
regardless of the adm inis­ 
tration in power. “ Antitrust is 
too much a part of American 
folklore,” says Penn’s Spritzer. 
When and if the case gets to 
trial the effect of the old con­ 
sent decree and the govern­ 
ment's conspiracy charge are 
other likely issues. 
Attorneys say the govern­ 
ment could be barred from 
suing by its old consent decree 
on the basis that courts don’t 
like to rehash questions already 
resolved. 
More likely the government 
will argue that the old decree 
wasn't “ tough enough” or that 
circumstances have changed. 
Even then, though, the case 
might be sent back to the same 
court which entered the 1956 
decree. 
The Justice Department's ar­ 
gument that AT&T and its sub­ 
sidiaries “ have engaged ... in a 
conspiracy to monopolize” 
raises another tricky legal is­ 
sue. One lawyer, who says the 
charge hasn’t been used in sev­ 
eral years, feels it was thrown 
in for “ sex appeal.” 
Given the expected delays, 
the biggest question may be the 
makeup of the Supreme Court 
when and if the AT&T suit ar­ 
rives, which seems likely. 
While in recent years the 
court has relaxed its govem- 
ment-bias in suits brought to 
block business mergers, court 
watchers feel it’s premature to 
conclude the bench is anti-anti- 
trust. 
“ We re in a formative peri­ 
od,“ savs Weston. “ Attitudes 
are important, but the AT&T 
decision will really turn on the 
facts of the case.”

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(AP) — Moderate Protestants 
generated cautious hopes today 
for the restoration of the cease­ 
fire in Northern Ireland follow- 
ing the start of negotiations be­ 
tween British officials and po­ 
litical representatives of the 
Irish Republican Army.

M IA M I (A P ) — Steve Bar- 
tkowski, a big, strong-throwing 
quarterback out of the Univer­ 
sity of California, looms as the 
hottest commodity in the ap­ 
proaching 
National 
Football 
League draft, and the Balti­ 
more Colts have first grabs. 
“ We don't feel we need a 
quarterback, but believe we

Dear Dr. Lamb — Would a 
pacemaker help a left bundle 
branch block? How is a pace­ 
maker installed and is it neces­ 
sary to stop the heart? 
Dear Reader — There are 
numerous 
types 
of 
pace­ 
makers. They represent a real­ 


ly Important advance In saving 
lives of people with heart dis­ 
ease. Supreme Court Justice 
Douglas has had one in place 
for years now. Without it he 
could not have survived. This is 
a well-publicized fact, so I am 
not revealing any state secrets. 
The pacemaker has nothing 
at all to do with bundle branch 
block It is used when there is a 
serious block between the top 
and bottom of the heart. Before 
each heart beat an electrical 
impulse passes down over the 
top chambers (atria) and en­ 
ters the lower pumping cham­ 
bers (ventricles). When disease 
affects the area between the top 
and bottom chambers the im­ 
pulse cannot get through. The 
pumping chambers may not 
pump fast enough on their own 
or even pump at all. When this 
happens 
then 
there 
is 
not 
enough circulation, if any, to 
the brain and vital organs. 
The 
pacemaker 
literally 
bridges the gap where the dis­ 
ease 
is and stimulates the 
pumping chambers to contract 
regularly fast enough to main­ 
tain adequate circulation. The 
electrical mechanism may be 
set at a given rate or may even 
change as the rate of the'top of 
the heart changes. These dif­ 
ferences are variations in the 
types of pacemakers available. 
You can have a pacemaker 
machine outside the body used 


as a temporary device while the 
heart is recovering from a 
heart attack or even after heart 
surgery. If the heart regains its 
normal capacity to beat auto­ 
matically on its own it can be 
discontinued at that time. 
When the disease causes per 
manent damage a small pace­ 
maker unit for power is surgi­ 
cally placed under the skin and 
the wires from the unit go to the 
heart, This enables the person 
to go about his usual business, 
even hiking if he has a mind to 
do so, and there are no qther 
disease complications. Inciden­ 
tally, you don’t have to stop the 
heart to put in the pacemaker. 
BUND LE BRANCH 
block 
(right or left) refers to a prob 
lem in transmitting the elec­ 
trical impulse to the left or 
right side of 
the 
pumping 
chambers. It may cause a mo­ 
mentary delay, in the order of 
hundredths of a second, in con 
traction of the blocked side. 
This has no important conse­ 
quence. These 
blocks are 
mostly important only in rela­ 
tion to what causes them. If it is 
a birth defect it may not be im­ 
portant at all. If a 
bundle 
branch block develops because 
of a heart attack, it is important 
only in that it reveals the pres 
ence of the heart attack. 
If you blocked all of the elec 
trical fibers to the right and left 
side of the heart at the same 


ume you couici produce a form 
of block between the top and 
bottom of the heart. In emer­ 
gency situations, as in a coro­ 
nary care unit, this is kept in 
mind and is one reason the per­ 
sonnel there are 
concerned 
when a bundle branch block oc­ 
curs during the heart attack ill­ 
ness. However, they are equip­ 
ped to handle that problem if it 
arises.
